GERMAN ORDER IN 
EFFECT TONIGHT 


Neutral Ships Pamt Flags on 
Sides in Effort to Escape 
Submarines. 

LONDON, Feb. 17.—At midnight (6 p. 
m., St. Louis time) the waters surround- 


ing the coasts of the United Kingdom 
vill become, so far as lies within the 


power of Germany to make them, aj 
war zone which all vessels, neutral or} 


ctherwise, will penetrate at their peril. 

Some of the services across the chan- 
nel probably will be curtailed, but a ma- 
jority of the neutral shipping lines wil) 
’ accept the risk and continue their sail- 
ings. The names and nationality of the 
vessels and the flags of their nations 
will be painted on their sides in the 
hope that German submarines will not 
sink them by mistake. 

England's announcement of the details 
of her proposed retaliatory policy, by 
which ghe plans to shut off the German 
food supply from the outside, is ex- 
pected momentarily and apparently 
there is not the slightest prospect that 
this country will accept the German 
proposal to call off the blockade if En- 
gland will relax naval pressure on ship- 
ping. 

It is not expected that there will be 
any immediate and widespread activity 
by the German submarines, But the de- 
volopments regarding neutral ships 
should bring to a head one of the most 
interesting and threatening situations 
of the war. 

Great Britain received yesterday 
through Walter Hines Page, the 
American Ambassador, Germany's 
offer to withdraw her threat of a sub- 
maine blockade against Great Britain 
if the British navy would permit the 
free movement of foodstuffs to the ci- 
villan population of Germany. 

Great Pritain is preparaing to retaliate 
against Germany by placing under more 
astringent control ships destined to Ger- 
man ports; and a proclamation momen- 
tarily is expected declaring a blockade of 
the German coast, or, at any rate, the 
prohibition of foodstuffs destined for 
Germany. The Cabinet, with its naval 
and military advisers, considered this 
question, and it is understood the de- 
cision is awaiting the formal confirma- 
tion of the Privy Council, from which 
all proclamations emanate. 

Holland and Italy, like the United 
States, have protested to Germany 
against her sea war zone threat and 
rave asked Great Britain not to make 
free use of neutral flags. Similar rep- 
Sesentations are expected to be made 
tp the two countries in a Joint note by 
Warway, Sweden and Denmark.

Washington Officials Hope Under- 
standing Will Be Reached. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Washington 
official life awaited with keen interest 
today the receipt of Germany’s reply to 
the American note warning her that she 
would be held to strict accountability 
for the loss of American lives and 
ships in- the war zone created around 
the British Isles. It will take some time 
for the German reply, which was hand- 
ed to Ambassador Gerard at Berlin to- 
day, to be transmitted to the United 
States and transcribed, because of the 
uncertainty of communication with 
Germany. ; 

A reply from Great Britain to the 
American representations protesting 
against a general misuse of the Amer- 
ican flag also is awaited eagerly. 

While high officials admit the gravity 
of the diplomatic situation, they were 
hopeful today that an understanding on 
the question of foodstuffs would be 
reached.

WOMAN’S INQUIRY LEADS TO

Mrs. Garl Roensch of 833 Hickory 
street, telephoned this morning to Fred 
Kuni, proprietor of a hotel in Belleville, 
asking if a man named Roensch had 
killed himself there. Kuni recalled that 
a man had visited the restaurant last 
evening, written a long letter and gone 
out, leaving his coat.

Italian District. 

ROME, Feb. 17.—Many villages in 
the Friuli region of the Italian Alps 
have disappeared from sight under 
a snowfall of almost unprecedented 
extent for that locality. All of the 
motntain roads are impassable. On 
the high plateau of Fugazze, on the 
Austrian frontier, the snow is more 
than seven feet in depth. 

The blocking of the road from 
Schio into the famous Dolomites dis- 
trict has isolated a number of towns 
much frequented by tourists during 
the summer.

Swinging Doors Prevent Panic. 

The restaurant has outswinging doors, 
though other downtown restaurants un- 
der the Thompson ownership have re- 
volving doors. The swinging doors let 
the crowd out without a fanic. Many 
women were among the lunchers, most 
of them being on the second floor. 

Miss Laura Pariso of 807 South Jef- 
ferson avenue, the second-floor cashier, 
and Miss Manda Hotz of 4427 Delmar 
boulevard, cashier on the first floor, 
helped women customers to get out. 
Vincent Cordova, chef in the basement, 
reported that an electric switch near 
him burst into flames, and that he failed 
to put out the fire by throwing a pail 
of hot water on it. Then he made for 
the first floor. 

The smoke Went up the dumb waiter, 
and in a few minutes both the down- 
stairs and upstairs lunchrooms were 
smoke-filled. 

Some men left their overcoats and 
some women abandoned their cloaks 
and wraps in escaping. The employes 
had to go out as they were, for their 
| outer wraps were stored in the base- 
ment. 

In the next building, at 72% Olive 
street, there is & second-floor restau- 
rant, and some 50 lunchers there ran out 
when they heard the cry of fire and 
smelled smoke. On the floor above is 
a dental office, and Miss Eva Harmon, 
an assistant, carried a quantity of gold 
crowns and gold fillings as she hurried 
out.

Advertising Man Convicted by 
Testimony of High School 
Student, 17. 


HE ASKS FOR NEW TRIAL 


Defense Is That He Is ‘‘Ar- 
tistic Bohemian”’ and Thought 
She Was of Same Type. 


Leroy H, Newman, of 1911 Longfel- 
low boulevard, president of the New- 
man Advertising Agency, and self- 


styled “artistic Bohemian,’ was con- 
victed in Judge Cave’s Court today of 
misconduct toward Miss Glencora 
Ketchum, 17 years old, of 3011 Eads 
avenue, a McKinley High School stu- 
dent, and was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment in the city jail. 

This was the severest punishment 
possible under the Judge’s instruc- 
tions, except that the jury might 
have added a fine of not more than 
$100. An appeal to the Supreme Court 
is likely. Newman was released on a 
$1000 bond, signed by his’ brother, 
Samuel Newman, a clothier, after his 
lawver, A. C. Maroney, had filed a 
motion for a new trial. 

Tt was reported in the courtroom 
that Newman has been engaged to a 
young woman living in another city, 
and that this young woman's father 
has beengattending the trial. Newman, 
when asked about this, would not 
say that is was or was not true. 

The jury’s vérdict was reached at 11:30 
o’clock last night, after it had consid- 
ered the case for two hours, and was 
returned, sealed, into court. The ver- 
dict showed that the jury accepted Miss 
Ketchum's story, which was that New- 
man, whom she met at the Liederkran3z 
Club the night of Nov. 28 last, had 
taken her, the next night, to a house 
on McPherson avenue, and had made 
improper advances and had forcibly 
kissed her. 

The jury also, by its verdict, indorsed 
the plea of Hiram N. Moore, Assistant 
Circuit Attorney, that it should “show 
the ‘artistic Bohemians’ that they car:- 
not indulge in such conduct as taking 17- 
year-old girls to houses of this ohar- 
acter.”’ 

Newman had pleaded, in his testimo- 
ny in his own defense, that he was an 
“artistic Bohemian,’’ and that Miss 
Ketchum’s bearing, the decollete 
dress which she wore at the Lieder- 
kranz Club, and the fact that she took 
alcoholic drinks with him, led him to 
think she was also of the “artistic Bo- 
hemian’’ type, and to suppose that she 
might enjoy the sort of entertainment 
which, he said, he sought to provide 
for her at the McPherson avenue house. 
Wears Hair tn Pompadour. 
rman is 24 years old, speaks with 
a sott accent and wears his hair in a 
waving pompadour. On the _ witness 
stand yesterday afternoon he wore a 
light suit with a gray stripe. 

He told of his rise from an errand 
boy to his present position as the head 
of an advertising business, and said that 
he and his friend, Shepard R. Evans, of 
whom he frequently spoke as ‘‘Judge’’ 
Evans, went to the Liederkranz Club to- 
gether Saturday night, Nov. 28 last. 

A young woman, he said, “bumped 
into” him at about 11:80 p. m., near 
the dance floor. Apologies were 
made, and as he stood talking to a 
married couple of his acquaintance, 
he said, the same young wognan 
touched his arm and said “This is our 
dance.”” ‘“‘Who, me?’ he says he re- 
plied. As they were dancing, he 
said, he remarked on the “unexpected 
pleasure,” and she replied that she 
had been “looking forward to this 
pleasure all the evening.” When he 
started to introduce her to Evans, 
he had to ask her name. 

Said She Proposed Party. 

He said he left the young woman 
talking with Evans, and that Evans 
told him she wanted a drink, and 
suggested a visit to the rathskeller, 
where Miss Ketchum, he said, asked 
for a highball. She told him, he 
testified that she was a “business 
woman—a commercial artist.” He 
said she proposed that they form a 
‘Jolly party of four” for Sunday 
night, saying she had a girl friend 
who was “an awful good fellow,” 
and that they could all “go some 
place, sing and dance.” He said she 
mentioned an establishment on the 
Clayton road, which he had never 
visited. 

He took the young woman and her 
mother home in an electric coupe about 
2 a. m. and says she urged him to tele- 
phone to her Sunday afternoon or even- 
ing. He slept until 4:30 p. m. Sunday.

S. Stanwood Menken is of the law firm

LAWYER LOSES 
UIT FUR FEES Ih 
BRIBERY CASE 


Thomas J. Rowe Sr. Alleged 
Ferd Warner, Former Dele- 
gate, Owed Him $250. 


A jury in Circuit Judge Rassieur’s 
court today affirmed the finding of a 
Justice of the Peace jury in favor of 
Ferd Warner, former member of the 
House of Delegates from the Second 
Ward, who was sued by Attorney Thom- 
as J. Rowe Sr. for a fee of $230. The 
attorney said the amount was the bal- 
ance of a bill of $00 for representing 
Warner in a bribery trial in October, 
1910. 

Warner, as a member of the House of 
Delegates, was indicted in connection 
with the passage of a garage bill. He 
also was indicted for perjury, but this 
charge was dropped. He was tried three 
times on the bribery charge, Rowe rep- 
resenting him each time. There was a 
mistrial once. In the second trial he 
was found guilty and sentenced to serve 
a term in the penitentiary, but the Su- 
preme Court reversed the case because 
the word ‘“‘the’’ was left out of the in- 
dictment in the reference to ‘‘against 
the peace and dignity of the State.” 

At the third hearing he was acquitted, 
after a three-day trial. 

In hig suit Rowe testified that Warner 
paid him fees for two trials, but had 
not settled for the trial at which he was 
acquitted. The plaintiff put three law- 
yers on the stand as experts on charges. 

Former Judge John A. Talty testified 
Rowe's services were reasonably worth 
$500 at the last trial. Former Circuit 
Attorney Seebert G. Jones thought $280 
to $500 was reasonable and former Cir- 
cult Attorney Arthur N. Sager, who 
prosecuted Warner, valued the services 
as high as $2500. 

Warner testified he did not owe 
Rowe a cent and declared he had 
paid Rowe in all about $960. He said 
that before each trial Rowe demand- 
ed payment and got it for his serv- 
ices. 

In answer to a question by James 
FE. Carroll, attorney for Warner, 
Rowe admitted on the stand that he 
bore an animus against-Warner as a 
result of something which had oc- 
curred last August. He explained it 
was something which showed War- 
ner to be an ingrate, but did not say 
what it was. 

Chester H. Krum, attorney § for 
Rowe, in arguing to the jury de- 
nounced Warner as an ingrate for 
not paying his lawyer for valuable 


services. 

Warner testified he is now  en- 
aged in the talloring, vulcanizing 
and moving picture business.

BERLIN, by wireless to London, Feb. 


17. — Fifty thousand prisoners. be- 
sides 60 cannon and 60 machine guns, 
were captured by the Germans when 
the Russian Tenth Army was defeated 
in the Mazurian Lake district in East 


Prussia, according to a statement issued 
at general headquarters here today. The 
text of the communication follows: 
“In a nine-days’ battle in the Ma-. 
zurian Lak» district the Russian Tenth 
Army, consisting of at least 11 infantry 
and several cavalry divisions, not only 
was driven out of stréngly entrenched 
positions east of the Mazurian Lake 
plateau, but was forced back across the 
frontier. 

“Utterly defeated at almost every 
point, only the remnants of the army 
managed to reach the woods east of 
Suwalki and Augustowo, where they are 
being pursued, The number of prison- 


certainly exceeded 50,000. More than fifty 
cannon and 60 machine guns besides an 
unknown quantity of war material were 
captured. 

“Emperor William was present during 
the decisive fichting in the center of our . 
line. The victory was won by veteran 
East Prussian troops, assisted by other 
troops who were young for such work, 
»ut proved their worth. 

“The achievements of these troops 
under fearful weather conditions, 
marching by day and night and fighting 
against such a siubborn enemy, are be- 
yond all praise.” 

The statement adds that Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg directed the operations 
“with masterly skill and he was bril- 
liantly assisted by Gen. von Bichhorn 
von Buelow.” 

Vigorous Pursuit Kept Up. , 

A later statement today gives addi- 
tional details of fighting in the east 
and of the engagements in the west, as 
follows: 

“North of the Niemen River our troops 
have followed everywhere the defeated 
enemy in the direction of Tauroggen. 
In the district east of Augustowo en 
gagements occurred at many places dur- 
ing the pursuit of the enemy. A Rus 
sian column advancing from Lomza was 
defeated. Four hundred prisoners and 
six machine guns fell into our hands. 

A division of the enemy coming from 
Krajowo also was driven back toward 
Assowaic. 

“On the conquered front from Plock to 
Racionz, in Poland north of the Vistula, 
bitter fighting apparently is developing. 

“Western theater: Obviously induced 
to do so by our great successes in the 
east, the British and French yesterday 
and during last night began especially 
stubborn attacks at many places. In 
their unsuccessful attempts to recap- 
ture positions which they lost on the 
14th, the British lost fn prisoners four 
officers and 170 men. 

German Lines Penetrated. 

“Northeast of Rheims the enemy's at- 
tacks were repulsed. Two officers and 
179 Frenchmen were captured. WUspe- 
clally strong advances, made against 
our lines in the Champagne district, fre- 
quently led to fierce fighting at close 
quarters. With the exception of cer — 
tain separate sections, where the enemy 
had penetrated and where the battle 
still continues, the troops of the enenty 
were repulsed everywhere. About 
Frenchmen were taken prisoners. 

“In the Argonne we continued our 
offensive and captured further portions — 
of the enemy's main positions, taking |

‘at Pekin, rejected Japan’s proposals on 
the ground that they were incompatible 
with China's sovereignty and conflicted 
with existing treaties between China 
“and other foreign powers. 

The Japanese Minister then asked for 
uM acceptance in principle, stating that 
the detailed negotiations could be con- 
ducted later, but the Pekin Government 
feturned the same answer as to the

PARIS, Feb. 3.—An interview with 
Gen. Joffre, Commander in Chief of 
the French army, giving his views on 
military operations of preser* war from 
the French defeat at Charleroi to the 
recent reverse at Soissons, has been 
published in an obscure newspaper, the 
Defeche de ‘louiouse. 

The interview, which was obtained by 
Paul Huard, a lifelong friend of Gen. 
Joffre, not only sets forth the opinions 
of the Commander in Chief regarding 
military events, but gives an intimate 
picture of Gen. Joffre, the man, and is 
regarded as one of the most interesting 
articles of the war. 

in Gen. Joffre’s barely furnished 
room, 12 feet square, containing taree 

arm chairs and a table, Huard and ths 
Commander in Chief threw themselves 
into each other’s arms in a Gallic em- 
brace of lifelong intimates. 

“After the preliminary greetings,” 
Huard writes, “I turned the conver- 
sation to military operations, and 
Joffre expressed his utmost confi- 
dence in final victory. He had told 
me the same thing the very day 
war was declared. Now my mind 
went back to the anxious hours of 
the Germans’ overwhelming march 
on Paris, and to the defeat of Char- 
leroi, which had seemed to me a 
bloody denial of Joffre’s persistent 
confidence. 

““*You ought really to give me 
some explanation of Charleroi,’ I 
said to him. 

Should Have Wor at Charleroi. 

“The General was neither aston- 
ished nor offended by my question. 

“IT asked him if it was really true, 
as the general public and even the 
combatants believed, that we were 
outflanked in Belgium by overwhelm- 
ing masses. 

“Joffre is one of these men who 
throughout their exiatence never told 
a lite. 

“*Not at all, not at all,’ replied 
Gen. Joffre. ‘Our army was in suf- 
ficient numbers. We ought to have 
won the battle of Charleroi. We had 
10 chances to one to win it. We lost 
it through our own faults, by mis- 
takes of our commanders 

“*Long before the war began I 
Was aware a great number of our 
Generals were worn out (‘‘fatigued’’), 
some of them seemed to me unfit to 
fulfill their duties. Some inspired 
me with doubts, others even with 
disquiet. I had made known my in- 
tention to introduce a younger ele- 
ment into our superior command. 
Despite all comments and in fact of 
an ill feeling, I would have pursued 
my task, but the war came too soon. 

‘**There was a certain number of 
Generals whom I trusted, but who 

imperfectly came up to my hopes. 
The fact is the real test of men 
fitted for warfare is war itself rather 
than strategical colleges. The keen- 
est intelligence, the most complete 
knowledge are of little value if to 
them are not added certain qualities 
of action. 

Removed Inefficient Generals. 

“Such are the responsibilities of 
war that it is their peculiar attri- 
bute that they paralyze the rarest 
faculties in men of merit. That is 
what happened to some of my chiefs. 
They could not do justice to their 
merits. 

“ ‘Observing these deficiencies, I 
had set about remedying them. Some 
of these Generals were my best com- 
rades, but, while I love my friends, 

I love France still more. I, there- 

fore, relieved them of their com- 

mands. I removed them, as I ex- 
pect to be removed myself if I am 

found deficient. Not, indeed, as a 
punishment, but simply for the pub- 
lic weal. 

“I did this with anguish in my

soul, and when left*in solitude I 
wept.’ 

“Turning the General from his 
melancholy memories. I said to him: 
‘Now, explain to me your retreat 
and by what surprising miracle or 
what singular caprice Gen. von 
Kluck obliqued so suddenly when 
Paris was already within his reach.’ 

‘‘‘The retreat was very simple,’ 
replied Joffre, now smiling again. 
With numerous details, he explained 
to me how Von Kluck’s men, cast- 
ing aside their javersacks, swept 
like a whirlwind on Paris. 

‘He explained how, during the 10 
days the English-French retreat last- 
ed, he (Joffre) built up in the region 
of Amiens, that is, on flank of the 
line of invasion, an army whose ex- 
istence was unknown to all, and es- 
pecially to the Germans, until the 
day when this army of Gen. Maun- 
oury gae such a sudden and violent 
elbow blow to the Teutons that he 
brought them, as planned, onto our 
lines in the Marne. 

Retreat Will Be History. 

“Gen. Joffre explained these mili- 
tary events to me in the most indif- 
ferent tones, as though he himself 
had piayed a most secondary role 
with the same air as an assistant 
military professor would explain to 
a class the retreat of the ‘Ten Thou- 
sand,’ the famous jingle about the 
army that ‘went up the hill and 
down again.’ 

** ‘However,’ said Joffre, “his will 

be written in the history. My staff 
will write it when the war is ter- 
minated, and I will see to it that the 
story is well supported.’ 
“Atout the present,’’ Huard = re- 
sumed, “it is truly regrettable that 
such decisive maneuvers as the 
Marne affair are no longer possible, 
and, bending over Gen. Joffre,” says 
“IT whispered in his ear, ‘I 
hore you have got something up your 
sleeve. 

“Joffre gaily: ‘Surely, 
surely,” he replied, tapping my 
shoulder, ‘but we are really still 
maneuvering. Napoleon said he won

That’s all the difference. We mustn’t

‘“*To begin with, it has enabled 
us to increase our war tools, to adapt 
them and even create new ones. If 
this kind of fighting must go on we 
mustn’t imagine the word attrition 
has no meaning. 

“ ‘It is a mistake to suppose that 
any army that is beaten can retreat 
indefinitely into new trenches; an 
army that doesn’t retain the ascen- 
dency is very near panic. Now the 
ascendancy belongs to us; there isn’t 
the slightest doubt of that. 

Germans Have Lost 1,000,000, 

‘“‘‘lInder the fire of our army the 
Germans have lost more than 1,000,- 
000 men; yes, more than 1,000,000 who 
will never reappear on any battle- 
field. 

“ ‘Their famous Guard is only a 
collection of uniforms; their old of- 
ficers’ lists are only a historic mem- 
ory. Their officers were gallant; 
they’ve nearly all fallen. The Ger- 
man troops are now so much weak- 
ened morally that their improvised 
officers are compelled, in order to 
avoid a stampede, to lead them into 
battle in massive formation, eight 
men abreast. It is leading them toa 
hecatomb, a prey for our artillery.’ 

“What about our men?” I asked. 
The General rose. ‘In all armies, at 
all times, all places, there en been 
deficiencies, It is possible ere are 
some in our army, too. But our 
heroes are numberedéby the thou- 
sands, yes by the thousands. What 
a great and admirable country is 
France! You can cry that aloud. 
We are living in great times. With 
an army like ours, it would be a 
crime against France to despair. 

“ ‘From whatever part of France 
they come, they are worthy of the 
chiefs now commanding them.’ 

‘‘*What about Soissons?’ I asked. 

‘* *‘Soissons was a fatality if you like, 

or fault if you prefer, but in any 

case only an episode.’ 

“With an air of impatience Joffre 

added: ‘I command soldiers, but not 

the barometer. General chance is a 

great Captain, but not for a single 

instant do I doubt our final vic- 
tory.’ ”’ 
Joffe Called Good-Natured. 

Huard, whose friendship with Joffre 
has lasted 50 years, says Joffre is not 
like his photographs. He looks just 
like a good-natured fat man. His tem- 
perament is characterized by infinite 
sweetness. His penetrating blue eyes 
are remarkably limpid. He has a 
heaithy soul in a healthy body and 
possesses a good appetite. There is 
nothing cold in his character. 

He has been called taciturn, but the 
fact is that while he maintains a rigér- 
cus silence on military secrets hé¥really 
is naturally expansive. The mother of 2 
simple soldier who cailed him “Papa 
Joffre’ the other day summed him up 
lest. One t.ilng is certain; he will win 
ly the force of his sterling character 
alone. Towering ambitions he has none 
His one object is to retire to the com 
tlete seclusion of country life after the 
War. 

When Paris was advised the Depeche 
de Toulouse had appeared with this in- 
terview the head censor telegraphed to 
the Toulouse authorities to seize the en- 
tire issue.

The Chinese 
Government also has signified its willing- 
ness to make a public declaration that 
China shall never cede a port, harbor or 
island to another power, but it has de- 
clined to pledge itself to that effect to 
Japan. 

The Pekin Government also has ex- 
pressed itself as willing to discuss any 
demands which she does not regard as 
infringing upon her own sovereignty :r 
as affecting existing treaty rights with 
other Powers. 

The status of the negotiations is now 
rather clouded. Two opinions prevail 
in Chinese Government circles, one that 
Japan will press for her demands in fu}! 
and the other that Japan can not insist 
upon any stipulation beyond the eleven 
set forth in the communications to the 
foreign Governments.

S TORPEDOED 20 
MILES OFF HAVRE 


Crew Gets Away in Boats Just 
Before Vessel Goes Down and 
as Submarine Watches. 


HAVRE, Feb. 17.—The British steam 
to 
Rouen, was torpedoed by a German sub- 
marine 20 miles northwest of Cape de 
la Havre at 6 o'clock last night. The 


torpedo struck the middle starboard 
side. 


As the crew took to the boats the 
submarine which torpedoed the ship was 
seen speeding away. The Dulwich sunk 
in 20 minutes. 

Twenty-two members of the crew of 
31 men were picked up by the French 
destroyer Arquebuse and brought to 
Havre. Seven other rowed to Fecamp. 
The fate of the other two is unknown. 

The weather was clear, but a heavy 
sea was running when the Dulwich wags 
blown up.

40 British Aeroplanes Bombard Ger- 
man Bases in Belgium. 
PARIS, Feb. 17.—The official state- 
ment issued by the War Office today 
says that the French and English avi- 
ators who yesterday threw bombs into 
the region of Ghistelle and Ostend have 
been able to re-enter the allies’ lines un- 
barmed, in spite of an active cannonade. 


LONDON, Feb. 17.—The air wing of 
the British navy yesterday made an- 
other massed attack on the German 
positions along the Belgian coast, in 
an effort to destroy or damage the 
submarine base at Zeebrugge, the 
guns at Ostend and Middlekerke 
and the aerdrome at Ghistelle. Ac- 
cording to the official report good 
results were attained. Forty ma- 
chines were utilized, as compared 
with 34 in last week's attack. 

While the British airmen were 
dropping their bombs on the gun po- 
sitions and the supply trains and 
barges and the trawlers used in lay- 
ing and mine sweeping operations, 
eight French airmen attacked the 
Ghistelle aerdrome, thus preventing 
the German airmen from making an 
attempt to cut off the British ma- 


chines.

BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 17.—It is re- 


ported here today from credible sources 
that the German steamer Holger was

BILLS IS BEFORE 
MISSOURI HOUSE 


Measure Prohibits Screens and 
the Serving of Meals in 
Saloons. 


JEFFTRSON CITY, Feb. 17.—The 
House shortly before noon took up 


for engrossment the first of the anti- 
liquor bills. The measure prohibits 
the use of screens in saloons, prohib- 
its more than one entrance to a sa- 
loon, prohibits the use of more than 
one room in a saloon, all parts of 
which must be within view from the 
street, and prohibitg the serving of 
meals Or carrying on of any other 
business in the saloon. 

Amendments were adopted remov- 
ing the section prohibiting more than 
one door and removing another pro- 
vision which required that the names 
of all employes be listed with the 
County Clerk or Excise Commissioner.

Dosen Freighters in Perti, 

At about the same time, the Nor- 
wegian vessel Bergensfjord, carrying 4 
number of passengers, will enter the 
war area established by the German 
Admiralty. 

A dosen freighters and smaller steam- 
ers, some of them carrying valuable car- 
goes, are due to enter the war sone & 
few hours after the German decree goes 
into effect. Five of these are British 
steamers. One, the Vestris, is of the 
same line as the $1,000,000 Van Dyck, 
captured by the German cruiser Karls- 
ruhe in the South Atlantic last October, 
Two American cargo steamers, the Kan- 
san and the Suruga, are included in a 
dozen vessels that will penetrate the 
danger zone within 4 hours.

AMENDMENTS . PLANN-D 


Still Further Efforts Will Be 
Made by Administration Lead- 
ers to Put It Through.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Administra- 


tion Democrats got another setback in 


their fight for President Wilson’s ship 


‘purchase bill when they suddenly 
learned today that the bill as it passed 
the House last night would not com- 
mand the support of Senators Kenyon, 
Norris or La Follette, Progressive Re- 
publicans, on whom they counted, nor 
the support of any of the seven insur- 
gents of their own party. 

The plan to move to concur with the 

House amendments was wrecked by the 

discovery that the leaders could not 

muster enough votes. Administration 
leaders made no attempt to congeal 
their embarrassment and planned to 
send the bill to conference with the 
hope of putting on some amendments to 
command support. The bolfing Demo- 
’ crats were said to be favorable to an 

amendment to make the enterprise a 
temporary one to end with the European 
war. 

After a series of motions to send the 
bill to conference, motions to table, ap- 
peals and other maneuvers in which the 
seven Democrat insurgents voted with 
the Republican opposition, the bill finally 
got into a parliamentary position where 
it went-to the Senate calendar and can 
be called up again only on a motion for 
its consideration. The situation puts the 
administration leaders into a quandary 
and left the whole situation almost as 
indefinite as before. 

Question of Extra Session. 

Predictions that there would be no 
extra session of Congress were made to- 
day by leaders who Aiscussed the ques- 
tion with President Wilson. Their views, 
it was stated, were based partly on the 
belief that the ship bill would be passed 
before March 4 and partly on the un- 
derstanding that should the bill fail the 
President would not summon Congress 
to another session immediately.

In the Twenty-fourth Ward, Commit- 
teeman Charles B. Davis has been 
notified of the candidacy of Delegate 
Groeschel, Councilman Julius Haller.

Weight Regulatega in Civil War. 


tect the public from the practice that 
has developed since the war sent wheat 
Prices skyward, of reducing the weight 
of loaves of bread. The measure will 
not attempt to regulate the size or 
weight of a loaf, but will require that 
its weight, within half an ounce, be 
Printed plainly, so that the purchaser 
can know the amount he is getting. 

An investigation by Post-Dispatch re- 


porters disclosed that some bakeries 
have reduced bread loaves from 16 
ounces to 12 and 13 ounces, while con- 


tinuing to charge 5 cents a loaf. Owen 
said he has found by personal investi- 
gation that bread loaves weigh less 
than formerly. 

Weight Regulated in Civil War. 

The city has not attempted by ordi- 
nance to require bakers to state the 
size or grage of loaves of bread since 
the Civil War. An ordinance enacted in 
1862, which required that the weignt of 
each loaf be printed on an attachud 
label, has been dropped from the cede, 
according to Associate City ‘Counselor 
Daues. 
At the beginning of the Civil War 
wheat and flour prices soared higher 
than they are at present, and the St. 
Louis ordinance of 1862 is taken as an 
indication that the weight of bread 
loaves began to shrink. The old ordi- 
nance did 
weight or price of bread, but it speetti- 
fied that the grade of flour used be 
indicated on the label.

Attorney Testifies Labor Leader 
Prepared Charges Against 
Dayton’s Predecessor. 


WHEELING, W. Va., Feb. 17.—Inci- 


dents leading up to the resignation of 
the late Judge John J. Jackson from 
the Federal bench were the topics of 


witnesses heard today before the con- 
gressional subcommittee. investigating 
charges against Federal Judge A. G. 
Dayton of the Northern District of West 
Virginia. 

Judge Jackson resigned in 1965 and was 
Succeeded by Judge Dayton. 

Attorney Charles W. Johnson of 
Clarksburg, W. Va., appeared as a wit- 
ness in behalf of Judge*Dayton and pro- 
duced an office copy of the charges 
made against "Judge Jackson. The wit- 
ness said that in 1901 he, as counsel 
for the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, appeared with John Mitchell, for- 
mer president of the mine workers be- 
fore Judge Jackson. 


Says Mitchell Backed Charges. 


He declared Mitchell was behind the 
impeachment charges against Judge 
Jackson. He admitted the charges, 


which were to have been submitted to 
President Roosevelt, had neither been 
verified nor signed. He said he had 
no personal Knowledge that the charges 
had ever reached President Roosevelt. 

Charles D. Elliott of Parkersburg, for- 
mer Adjutant-General of West Virginia 
and former District Attorney in the 
Northern district, told of his connection 
with the Jackson case. He said he had 
conferred with the United States At- 
torney-General and was told to take up 
the matter with John Trainor of the De- 
partment of Justice.

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Five Firms Allege Only 3 of 7 
Judges Concurred in As- 
sessment of Penalty.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 17.—The five 
packing companies which were fined 
$13,000 by the Supreme Court 10 days 
ago for violation of anti-trust laws, but 
permitted to remain in the State on 
condition of good behavior, this morn- 
ing filed a motion for a rehearing. The 
motion alleges that only three Judges 
concurred in the assessment of fines and 
that four were required to make the 
judgment valid. It also alleges that the 
court’s opinion was based on mere sus- 
picion and not on actual evidence. 

The cases were heard by seven Judger. 
The motion alleges that Justice Lamar 
retired from the court before the opin- 
ion was handed down and that his suc- 
cessor, Justice Blair, did not pass on the 
cases. It says that three members of 
the court, Justices Walker, Brown and 
Faris, concurred in the $125,000 fine; that 
Justices Graves and Bond expressly dis- 
sented and that Justice Woodson, in & 
separate opinion, dissented from the 
finding as to the amount of the fine.” 

The packers contend that as seven 
Judges heard the case, it was necessary 
for four to concur before a judgment 
could be entered. For this reason it 
asks for a rehearing before six Judges. 

On the point of “suspicion,” the mo- 
tion says: “Guilt is made to rest upon 
the Armour, Swift and Morris compa- 
nies solely upon suspicion, for there is 
no proof to connect anyone of such 
companies therewith. Their guilt can 
only be found by assuming that because 
Armour, Swift and Morris were, as in- 
dividuals, largely interested in their re- 
spective companies, bearing their family 
names, which were then in existence, 
they actually constituted the companies 
or were acting as the agents thereof 
and dealing for them. This is not true 
and the assumption is based upon 
neither law nor the proofs.” 

The motion sets out a detailed state- 
ment as to the evidence and finding 
against each company. The motion is 
signed by Morton Jourdan, H. 8. Priest 
and Frank Hagerman, attorneys for the 
packers.

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PARKWAY FR 
TERMED 
BY LIONBERCER 


Attorney, “Opposing Improve- 
ment, Says City Should Aban- 
don the Central District. 


~~ 


Isaac H. Lionberger, wealthy lawyer 
of 37 Westmoreland place, in a debate 
on the Parkway proposition with Roger 
N. Baldwin, secretary of the Civic 
League, before the Twenty-eighth Ward 
Democratic Club at the Cabanne 
Branch Library last night, declared that 
the central district of St. Louis must 
be permanently abandoned to the rats. 
the negroes and the poor, because it 
could never be reclaimed. 

It was a shocking outrage upon de- 


mocracy to attempt to reclaim this 
blighted district of ramshackle derelicts, 
he said, so that the rich man in his au- 
tomobile could go whirling insolently 
downtown, puffing the air full of gaso- 


limbs of the people: He said he owned 
an automobile but never used it. He 
preferred to walk, or hang on a strap 
in a street car. 

Baldwin “Devastating Influence.” 

Baldwin, as an advocate of the cen- 
tral traffic parkway, was characterized 
as a ‘“‘devastating influence run amuck.”’ 
The people who wanted the parkway 
were ‘‘crankish faddists.’’ The town, he 
asserted, had been hounded by a lot | 
of dranks ever since he had been here, 
which was all of his life. He is now 
66 years old. 

“The unscrupulous devils who call | 
themselves the press jammed the new 
charter through,” he said. ‘‘This town 
is being spit upon by a lot F petty 
scribes.” 

All the thanks he got for opposing the 
parkway was the sneers of the news- 
papers, he said. The newspapers wanted 
the free bridge to break the arbitrary. 

‘“‘And now you've got the bridge,’’ he 
said, 
Interstate Commerce Commission has 
just issued an order declaring that it 
must be increased.”’ 

Lionberger admitted that he would 
like to move back to Eighteenth and 
Olive streets if the air was pure anil 
sweet and he coul@ see the sun rise and 
set occasionally. It had been a long 
time, he said, since he had been able 
to see a sufrise from Forest Park. 

Trees, he declared, would not grow in 
the parkway district. It was absolute- 
ly useless to attempt to stabilize valu 2s 
in such blighted districts. The deteri- 
oration was a waste that had to b:; 
borne by the property owners. He told 
of some homes costing from $60,000 tc 
‘$100,000 that had been sold for $3000 to 
$10,000. Some $60,000 homes in Vandever. 
ter place, he declared, had been sold fo: 
$5000 or $6000. 

Kverytihng Being Changed. 

Everything was being eternally 
changed in St. Louis, he said. Once 
the people wanted a park at Thir- 
teenth and Olive streets. Then they 
wanted an exposition building and 
finally they wanted a library. 

“And then the people of St. Louis 
went out and begged Mr. Carnagie to 
give them a library—begged a rich 
man for a library and got it.” 

If the people of St. Louis wanted a 
parkway, he said, it should be paid 
for by the city at large. He asserted 
that it would be an injustice to make 
the property owners in a benefit dis- 
trict pay for the improvement. He 
read a special tax bill against 2a 
woman owner of a 25-foot lot on Lo- 
cust street, who had been assessed 
$5600 for opening Lindell boulevard, 
and declared that the city was brutal 
in its methods of dealing with the 
property owners. 

Baldwin on Parkway. 

Baldwin defined the parkway as essen- 
tially a traffic way, with park features. 
Its primary object, vie said, was to open 
up a traffic artery. ‘It had been the ex- 
perience of other cities, he said, that 
biighted districts had been reclaimed by 
the construction of trafiic ways. Paris 
and Kansas City had faced the same 
problems that St. Louis is facing in the 
central district—and both had solved the 
problem and stabilized values, and pre- 
vented waste, by building parkways. 

Baldwin said the central traffic park- 
way was the first step in the work of 
rebuilding 8t. Louis. North and south 
parkways would come later, and the 
river front problem would be worked 
out.. He estimated that there were 101,- 
000 people living within walking distance 
of the proposed parkway and all of these 
would derive benefits. Cities were now 
eoncerning themselves with their human 
problems by wiping out the slums. He 
declared that every slum in St. Louis 
could be and would be eliminated. 

The automobiles of the rich would play 
the smallest part in the traffic of the 
parkway, he said. The business of the 
town had to be moved. 

“Let City Go to Ruins?’ 

“The people of -St. Louis, collectively, 

can make St. Louis a better city to live 
in,” he said. “We are paying $46,000 a 
year for smoke abatement. New York, 
Boston and Chicago have required the 
électrification of the railroad locomotives 
entering their limits, and eventually the 
same thing will be done tn St. Louis. 
We are going to clean up. We are going 
to create conditions here so that the 
humblest citizen can bring up his 
dren decently. Why should not © 
people in Walking distance of their 
work have clean places to live in? Plans 
are already under way for the recon- 
struction of many of the buildings in 
the parkway district. 
“Are we going to assume the attitude 
that these blighted districts cannot be 
reclaimed? Are we going to sit back 
and say that we can’t do much with 
the old town anyway, and let it Bo to 
ruin? 

“Our Ideala Must Move Us.” 

“If we do not build the parkway we 
are going to fall in population and fail 
in the discharge of our obligations to 
the people. Our ideals must move us to 
leave behind ys better living conditions

Baldwin declared that those who wvuld

WAR ZONE WAS CREATED — 
BECAUSE FOOD IS NEEDED 
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WEDNESDAY EVE

Behncke Declares It Was Only Way for Ger- 
many to Save Herself— Suggest U. S. 
Warships Convoy Merchantmen. 


By Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Feb. 17, by wireless to Say- 


ville, N. Y.—Admiral Behnce of the 
Marine Department has made a state- 
ment to Lieutenant-Commander Walter 
R. Gherardi, naval attache of the Amer- 


jican embassy’ at Berlin, which is given 


out officially as the best exposition of 


} the situation with respect to Germany’s 


waters around the 
Admiral 


declaration of the 
British Isles, a war zone. 
Behncke’s statement follgws: 

Up to the present time Germany 
in the war at sea has followed the 
London declaration or the stipula- 
tions of the Parit treaty on which 
the conduct of war on the sea should 
be based before the London declara- 
tion. ; 

In waging this commercial warfare 
England had in view the subjuga- 
tion of Germany by starvation. Ger- 
many had in every way sought.to 
bring the attention of the, neutral 
Powers and all others to the neces- 
sity she was under to obtain food - 
for her civilian population, which 
was her right under the laws of 
war.” No results could be obtained 
from her efforts. 
No Longer Safficient Food. 
“Since the shutting off of food 
supplies had now come to a point 
where Germany had no longer. 
aufficient food to feed her peo- 
ple, it became necessary for her 
to bring Engiand to terms by the 
exercise of force. Germany knows 
that by the use of the submarine 
England can be placed in a position 
where food will be lacking. She has 
the submarine farce with which to 
do it; her life as a nation and the 
lives of her people depend on putting 
this campaign into action, and she 
must do go. 

“The difficulties lying in the way of 
this campaign have been largely con- 
nected with the care which it desired 
to give to neutral ships, and to the 
lives of those on board all commer- 
cial ships, whether neutral or belong- 
ing to the enemy. 

‘“‘First,.in arming her merchant 
ships with guns for self-defense, En- 
gland adopted a policy against which 
Germany strongly protests. The 
United States took the British point 
of view. It is not possible for sub- 
marines to approach British mer- 
chant ships and make examinations 
without expoging themselves to gun- 
fire or bomb attack, against which a 
submarine boat will be helpless. 

‘Second, England has advised her 
merchant fleet to fly neutral flags, to. 
cover up names, and change stacks, 
to escape the consequences of their 
nationality. This plan was designed 

«to brfng Germany into conflict with 
other nations. - 

“Germany does not wish in the 
slightest degree to harm Americans 
or Other neutral ships, or their car- 
goes, unless carrying contraband of 
war. She is, however, in a position 
where her life depends upon her put- 
ting into effect the only means she 
has of saving herself. She must and 
will use this means. 

“Commanding officers of subma- 
rine boats have been given orders to 
make every effort to safeguard neu- 
trals. In spite of the precautions 
which submarines could take—with- 
out the danger of being destroyed 
themselves—thé possibility was noted 
that neutral ships might, through er- 
ror or accident, be destroyed. For 
this reason a strong warning was is- 
sued. ’ 

Danger From Mines., e 


‘In addition, the English coast has 
been mined by the British themselves 
fur protective reasons, and would ve 
mined by the Germans as. an act of 
offensive warfare. Ships were there- 
fore in danger from mines, ‘ 


“In spite of the great effect the 
admiralty staff feel the use of 
the submarines will have in 
bringing the war to a rapid 
close, the admiralty dc not wish 
to put it into effect to the detri- 
ment of neutral commerce and 
the rights of nations on the high 
seas. They have, therefore, stated 
that if Great Britain will abide 
by the declaration of London, 
without modifications or by the 
treaty of Paris, whereby food 
supplies necessary for the ctfvil 
population can be freely brought 
into Germany, the whole matter 
of a submarine blockade will be 
dropped by Germany. 

“This proposal has been trans--° 
“mitted through diplomatic chan- 
nels. If accepted, the matter will 

_ be né longer one provocative of 
trouble between the United States 
and Germany.” 

Admiral Behncke called Commander 
Gherardi's attention to the fact that 
Great Britain, when, by her procla- 
mation, she closed the North Sea, did 
not give free passage to American 
ships bound for the neutral country 
of Holland, but compelled the ships 
to pass through certain: channels, 
take an English pilot aboard and un- 
dergo search for contraband of war 
at the hands of officers of their war- 
ships. 

Admiral Behncke then said that 
Germany was prepared to suggest to 
the United States an even freer and 
safer method of passage -for Ameri- 
can ships bound either through the 
channel or to English ports—namely, 
that several’ American warships 
should wait in some port on the 
southwest coast of Ireland, and, when 
communicated with by wireless by 
an American merchant man, one of 
them should proceed to the place in- 
dicated and convoy the merchantman 
through that portion of the sea 
which Germany, following the. ex- 
ample of Great Britain, has declared 
to be dangerous, 

Warships Would Be Respected.

“American warships have distinc- 
tive masts and are well known to 
the officers of the German Navy, 
and either by night or day they, 
and the vessels under their convoy, 
would be respected by German sub- 
marines. 

“This is a safe method to follow 
for American ships, which desire to 
enter these portions of the seas pro- 
claimed dangerous by Germany, and 
differs only from the rule adopted 
by Great Britain with reference to 
American ships passing through the ‘ 
channel, in that American ships, in- 
stead of being compelled to enter a 
British port, take a British pilot and 
be searched by officers of the Brit- 
ish warship, would be permitted to 
pass unmolested to their destination 
without being subjected to search, 
the Imperial German Government 
being willing, of course, to accept 
the implied word of honor of the 
United States that the ships carry 
mo contraband of war.’’

DELINQUENT TAXES 
FILED IN COUNTY 


Collector Kassebaum Breaks 
Records for Any One Day 
With 317 Actions. 


Collector Kassebaum filed suits at 
Clayton yesterday against 317 delinquent 
taxpayers in the Normandy, Clayton 
and Rock Hill school districts. This 
was the largest number filed in any one 
day since he began suing delinquent 
taxpayers three weeks ago last Monday. 
Of this number, 275 wef filed in the 
Normandy district, and the total amount 
sued for was $6026.11. 

Thus far 2608 suits, for a total of $49,- 
700, have been filed. ‘ Collector Kasse- 
baum said he had intended filing 6000 
realty suits, but that the publication 
of the tax suits in the Post-Dispatch 
had caused about 2600 delinquent taxpay- 
ers to hasten into his office and settle 
accounts before the attorneys could get 
around to filing suits against them. 
These taxpayers, he said, had been 
saved $10,000 in court fees and 10 per 
cent of the amount of the delinquent 
tax, which would have been paid by 
them as attorneys’ fees. He said 400 
taxpayers have paid taxes and accrued 
costs since suits have been filed against 
them, 

Collector Kassebaum, at his office to- 
day, told as a good joke to his col- 
leagues of his going to Clayton last 
Monday night on a Kirkwood-Ferguson 
street car. There were 11 men on the 
car, he said, and seven of them, read- 
ing the Post-Dispatch, were scrutinizing 
the list of tax suits filed that day. He 
said some of them did not appear cheer- 
ful: about it, and he did not believe :t 
would have been safe for him to have 
disclosed his identity.

AFTER 31 SEASONS 
UF FAILURE, PHILS 
MAY FINISH LAST 


Wreck of Only Team That Had 
a Chance, That of 1913, Is 
Now Completed.

It has been 16 long, lean years since 
the Cardinals, under the Robison regime, 
began their fruitless fight for a pennant 
in the National League. The highest 
position attained by the Robison Field 
entry since the club was transferred 
here from Cleveland by the late Frank 
de Hass Robison in 1899 was last sea- 
son, when, under Huggins’ leadership, 
the Cardinal ship nosed into third place. 

But this record, bleak as it may seem, 
isn't a marker to the sad plight of the 
Philadelphia Nationals. For 31 years 
the Phillies have been floundering about 
the reefs of the senior organization anid 
the history of each season reveals more 
baseball tragedies than have been writ- 
ten into the records of any other two 
ball clubs. 

And the future holds little of promise 
for the Phils. With a new manager, 
Pat ‘Moran, a graduate of the Dooin 
school, an institution whose ‘‘credits’’ 
never were respected highly by other 
organizations of baseball learning, the 
Phils look like the second best bet in 
the League for tail-end honors. Cincin- 
nati is Philadelphia’s only rival for the 
joke title. 


That Jinx Philly Team. . 


One only has to hark back to 1913, 
however, to find in the Philly roster 
some of the historic names of base- 


ball. The baseball guide tells us that 
in 1913 the Phils led the National 
League in fielding, in runs scored, in 
hits, in home runs and in extra-base 
hitting. They had six men hitting 
over .800, lammed out 179 m

in Luderus and Cravath the two b 
home-run makers, while Crava 
busted a record for driving in runs. 
And besides this, the Phils led the 
league in defensive play and boasted 
of the two leading pitchers in Alex- 
ander and Seaton.

$100,000 INFIELD 
GUT 10 $50,000 


Barry and Mé sis Only Relics 
of Most Famous Quartet 
in Basebell. 


Connie Mack’s far-famed $100,000 in- 
field today has been marked down to 
$50,000, with no takers in sight. 

The severest jolt registered by the 
seismographs of Quakerland in many a 
day was felt last night, when Manager 
Mack officially announced that Frank 


Baker, the son of Swat, had quit the 
diamond for all time. Baker is to de- 
vote his life to his family and his Mary- 
land farm. 

Not long ago Connie Mack sold Eddie 
Collins to Chicago. Then he purchased 
Napoleon Lajoie from Cleveland. Of 
that great infield once made up of Mc- 
Innis, Collins, Barry and Baker, he has 
ouly McInnis and Barry left. 


Baker a National Hero. 


Baker was one of the most heroic 
characters developed by baseball in re- 
cent years. He won his fame in the 
world’s series of 1913, when, by a series 
of savage home runs, he turned the 
tide of victory in favor of the Mackmen. 

Chris Mathewson had won the first 
game for the Giants, 2-1. Marquard 
lost the second, 3—l, because Baker 
drove out a home run in the sixth in- 
ning, scoring Collins, who had doubled. 

The Mackmen returned to New York 
for the third game and faced Mathew- 
son. Old Ironsides had the Athletics 
beaten, 1—0, as he wheeled into the 
ninth inning. He got rid of Collins. 
Baker came next and the call was two 
balls and one strike when the Trappe 
Terror caught a curve on the inside an: 
lifted it into the upper deck of the 
Brush stadium. Mathewson gave way 
to Wiltse, who was beaten in the elev- 
enth inning on-errors by Fletcher and 
Herzog. The Athletic then won the 
series, going away. 

Fell Down Last Year. 

Baker didn’t do so well in the 
world’s series last year. However, it 
was his bludgeon that kept the Mack- 
men in the race for four years and his 
loss is the severest jolt yet felt by 
Connie Mack. 

In announcing Baker's. retirement, 
Connie told the sport writers of Phila- 
delphia last night that he expected 
Kopf to play third, but didn’t know 
who wae make the home runs in lieu 
of Baker.

This he finally consented to do, with the 
stipulation that he would be privileged 
to retire permanently after the season 
of 1914. Baker feels that he does not 
have to By ball for a living any 
longer and says he has grown tired of 
traveling around: the country as ball- 
players have to do. 

“Baker has been a credit to baseball 
in every way and has the best wishes of 
the Atheltics club and myself.”’

Americans out of the war zone, Baker 
said he asked Sickel of the Hamburg- 
American Line to advise McAdoo. Sickel 
refused, he said, until assured that no 
proposition to buy ships of that line was 
contemplated. Sickel said he ‘had or- 
ders to entertain no such proposal. 
Secretary McAdoo gave out a copy of 
a letter last night to Senator Fletchor 
emphatically denying intimations that 
he had entered into any negotiations for 
the purchase of merchant steamers of 
belligerent nations for operations under 
the proposed ship purchase bill. 


ADMINISTRATION 10 
MAKE STATEMENT | 
ON FOOD SUPPLY 


President, in Reply to New Yorx 
Mayor, Says Erroneous Im- 
pression Exists. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—President 
Wilson declared today he believed an 
erroneous impression had grown up con- 
cerning the food supply in the United 
States. 

In a letter to Mayor Mitchel of New 
York, replying. to a suggestion that an 
embargo be placed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment on exports of wheat, the Presi- 
dent wrote that in the near future the 
administration would. give aut a state- 
ment showing the exact situation. 

The President thanked Mayor Mitchel 
for his letter and for the report of the 
Food Committee, headed by George W. 
Perkins, in which it was suggested that 
the amount of wheat row in the United 
States as compared with the amount 
on hand a year ago be made pubilc. 
“The matter is one to which the admin- 
istration has, of course, from the first 
given the most thoughtful and careful 
attention,” wrote the President. “The 
agricultural department is in possession 
of all the facts. About these facts some 
very erroneous impressions obtain, and 
it is our purpose in the immediate fu- 
ture to remove these misunderstandings 
by a very full and clear statement of all 
the facts. They will, I think, reassure 
the country.” 

Mayor Mitchel’s letter has been re- 
ferred to Secretary Houston afid a thor- 
ough investigation now is being made, 
It is understood to be the position of the 
President that he has no authority to 
declare an embargo on the exportation 
of foodstuffs, even though sucha step 
were considered wise.

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A QUESTION OF BUSINESS. 
Representatives of railroads at the State Legis- 
lature have wisely adopted the Post-Dispatch’s 
suggestion that the Legislature empower the 
State Public Service Commission to fix railroad 
“oo |rates within a reasonable maximum. 

There is sound judgment in this conclusion. It 
is good business. It is impossible for the Legis- 
lature to determine what are reasonable rates. It 
can only fix an arbitrary figure. The Public 
Service Commission was created for the purpose 
of determining intelligently, in the light of exist- 
ing facts and past records, what rates should be 
charged and what conditions of service should be 
provided by public service corporations. These 
are questions for the decision of experts after in- 
vestigation. 

The Legislature has neither the time nor the 
facilities nor the expert knowledge necessary to 
reach a satisfactory conclusion. Rates fixed by 
legislators are arbitrary and are more or less in- 
fluenced by partisan considerations. 

Questions of rates and conditions of service 
relate wholly to business and should be removed 
from politics and freed from political influences. 
The Legislature should turn the work of rate 
regulation over to the Public Servicé Commission. 
Then ‘the commission should act as quickly as 
possible, so that the railroad managers may know 
where they stand and resume business on a 


sound basis.

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THE ALI-UPSETTING ‘‘DRY’’ ISSUE. 

By the votes of 49 Democrats and 31 Repubii- 
cans, David EB. Shannahan, Father of the House 
and a Republican, becomes the Illinois Speaker. 

Thus the Springfield Legislature organizes for 
business about the time the Legislatures of other 
states are looking forward to adjournment. Dead- 
locks over the choice of a Senator have lasted 
longer, but perhaps none over the choice of a 
Speaker. Nearly seven weeks has been fruit- 
lessly occupied, all because of the “dry” issue 
which has split both parties. 

Only temporary advantage would accrue to 
either side from the selection of a Speaker of 
their own views. He is only an administrative 
officer to execute the judgments of the House. 
A “dry’’ Speaker could do little without the votes 
behind him. A “wet” Speaker would have small 
success in enforcing his personal desires against 
the opposition of a majority on the floor. 

But in spite of the n@gligible value of a victory, 
obstinacy and suspicion made 68 wearisome bal- 
lots necessary. Money in a great Sum was wasted 
as well as time. Public business of paramount 
importance was deferred, some of it indefinitely. 

Because the subordination of really vital inter- 
ests is a common effect of the “dry” issue, the cit- 
izen who preserves his sense of proportion regards 
its introduction as calamitous. The bickerings, 
all uncharitableness, turbulence, destruction of 
orderly procedure to which it gives rise causes 
him to place an estimate on it independent of 
such merits as it may have, “A plague o’ both 
your houses,” represents his justifiable attitude. 
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AN ACCESSORY BEFORE THE FAOT. 

A homely wit once remarked that “you can’t 
throw a rock into the dark without hearing a dog 
holler.” So, a blind accusation is apt to hit guilt. 
An announcement that the grand jury is about to 
indict a prominent citizen for fraud would always 
set several to wondering if not to protesting. 

That was a delicious revelation of human frail- 
ty in the Chicago church Sunday morning when 
the preacher interrupted his sermon to declare 
that three members of the congregation were 
asleep, which brought 15 men forward at the con- 
clusion of services to deny it. 

But we wonder if it has occurred to the dron- 
ing parson that he was accessory before the fact 
to the crime of drowsing, and furthermore re- 
sponsible for 15 obvious lies. Many excuses can 
be pleaded for the church-goer who suecymbs to 
a soporific sing-song, but it.would have been a 
fitting punishment for the preacher if the 15 men 
had come forward and admitted that they had 
been put to sleep. 

Where there is guilt on both sides there is a 
decided advantage in being the accuser. The most 
vivid moral that we are able to glean from the 
painful episode is that guilty consciences will go 
to the trouble of lying to convict themselves 
when, by telling the truth, and pleading guilty 
they might throw the real blame on the other 
fellow. <A lie often proves to be one of those 
dangerous weapons you didn’t know was loaded. 
By contrast truth can be mightily handy and ef- 
fective at times when one isn’t afraid to use it. 
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KOHLER AND THE KARLSRUHE. 

The cablés brought word a few days ago of the 
arrival of the German cruiser Karlsruhe at her 
home port, Wilhelmshaven, safe and sound. If 
this be true, it concludes the record of the most 
remarkable sea raiding exploit in history. 

For six months the Karlsruhe (27-knot cruiser, 

with 960 men and 12 four-inch guns) swept the 
high seas like the Flying Dutchman of the fable, 
appearing hither and yon where least expected 
and never entering any port. So far as the world 
knows she coaled and provisioned during all that 
time solely from captive ships. When marine 
growth upon her hull slowed her down dangerous- 
ly, she accomplished the feat of cleaning her 
bottom at sea. She destroyed $7,000,000 worth of 
enemy shipping and fought two running battles 
with enemy cruisers, without losing a man or (ex- 
cept possibly on the enemy cruisers) taking a 
human life. Capt. Kohler scrupulously looked 
after the safety of every person on the Ships he 
captured and sank; he sent them all to neutral 
ports in captive convoys. 
' If he has finally brought his ship home through 
the enemy's blockading squadrons, as reported 
from Wilhelmshaven, he has given Germany a 
fine naval tradition and has written his own name 
high in naval annals.

Origin of Iron Qre. 


ROF. W. S. BAYLEY of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois has written a 
report on 906 square mile: in the heart 
of the New Jersey highlands, which in- 
cludes one of the most important iron 
ore producing districts in the Eastern 
United States. 
In this report, which was published 5y 
the United States Geological Survey, 
the two conclusions of most significance 
relate to the origin of the ore and 
the origin of the rocks that constitute 
the hills of the highlands. Formerly 
both ore and rocks were regarded as 
sedimentary. 
Proof is now given that the rocks of, 
the highlands are of igneous origin, and 
that they were forced into a pre-exist- 
ing series of sedimentary,,rocks that are 
among the older in North America. 
The iron ores are shown to be inti- 
mately related to the igneous rocks, 
and, therefore, like them, to be igneous 
also. A direct inference from this con- 
clusion is that the ores are not limited

TS AWINESS IN 
RATE SUIT HEARING 


Head of Manufacturers’ Railroad 
Testifies in Action Against 
_ Commission. 


George F. Moore, president of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway, testified today 
before Special Commissioner Babbitt in 
the suit of the railway company against 
the Interstate Commerce Commission tu 
compel it to grant the railway an al- 
lowance of $4.50 out of the through rate 
for the transfer of cars. 

Former Gov. Joseph W. Folk, chief 
counsel for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, is representing the commis- 
sion at the hearing. Moore testified as 
to the value of the properties of. ths: 
Manufacturers’ Railway, fixing it at 
$1,385,247.40; as to the tracks owned an‘ 
operated and the number of cars operat- 
ed in the interstate shipments. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
issued an order that the Manufacturers’ 
Railway was not to be allowed more 
than $2.50 a car out of the through rate. 
The commission took ‘the position that 
the Manufacturers’ Railway was owned 
and operated principally for the benefit 
of the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Associa- 
tion, and that the charge of $4.50 for 
switching cars was practically a rebate. 


Pay Rental for Tracks. 
From some of the witnesses who testi- 


fled yesterday, Folk developed the fact 
that the Manufacturers’ Railway pays 
a rental of $24,000 a year for tracks with- 
in the Anheuser-Busch plant. The view 
of the commission was that the Brewing 
Association, through the organization of 
the Manufacturers’ Railway, was able to 
make money on its own shipping busi- 
ness. This was directly contrary to the 
usual order of things, where such ship- 
ments represent a considerable expense. 
The hearing, which is being held in the 
law. offices of Nagel & Kirby, will be 
finished today, and Folk will return to 
Washington. The case will be argued in 
court within the next two weeks. The 
Interstato Commerce Commission will 
insist that the court has no jurisdiction 
in the matter, as it is purely one of rate 
making.

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Prof. Felix Von Luschan of Ber-« 
lin Pursues Investigations 
in St. Louis Schools. 


Prof. Felix von Luschan of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin. one of the most emi- 
nent of German scholars. whose 
achievements in archeology are record- 
ed in the Encyclopedia Britannica, is in 
St. Louis, making a study of the negro 
race. 

In Superintendent of Schools Blewett’s 


office yesterday afternoon Prof. von 
Luschan met a number of the princi- 
pals of St.Louis negro schoois and 
questioned them about the physical de- 
velopment, as well as the social and 
family life, of their people. He has vir- 
ited the Sumner High School, the 
r/Ouverture and other graded schools, 
and also has visited negro families in 
their homes. 

Wherever it is possible, Prof. von 
Luschan takes physical measurements 
of individuals. He is particularly inter- 
ested in families in which the white 
blood predominates in one parent, while 
the other is of unmixed negro strain, or 
nearly so. He colleets statistics, in such 
cases, as to the characteristics of the 
children. 


Went to Australia, 

Although his greatest distinction ie 
perhaps in the field of archeology, Prof. 
von Luschan occupies the chair of an- 
thropology in the University of Berlin. 
His visit to the United States, and hie 
Inquiry into negro characteristics, may 
be called an afterthought. 

Prof. von Luschan was commissioned 
by the university last year to make ah 
anthropological study of the native peo- 
ples of Australia and New Zealand. 
With his wife he left Berlin July 10 last 
and sailed by the eastern route to Aus- 
tralia. — 

Not until he landed in Australia did he 
learn that his country was at war with 
the British Empire. He saw. no reason 
why that fact should prevent his scien~ 
tific inquiries, and he started” to 
out the driginal plans for hig, 
logical work. 

But the Australian people had Lilie 
suddenly unfriendly *o Germans, even to 
bearded and spectacled scholars, and the. 
professor's innocent pastime of méasur- 
ing human beings with a tapeline 
aroused such suspicion and hostility that 
he decided to leave. 


Studied the Hawalians. 

He thought he would go to New Zea- 
land, but the Australians informed him 
that he would not. Ships were running 
to Hawaii and San Francisco, they re- 
minded him, and the professor and his 
wife boarded one of these. 

In Hawali, Prof. von Luschan made 
some studies of.the Japanese, Chiggge 
ané@ native Hawalian types. Since his 
‘arrival in the United States he has lec- 
tured at some of the leading unive 
including the University of Califor 
Chicago University and Ahe University 
of Illinois, 

He will speak at’ Washington Univer- 
sity next Wednesday on “Excayation of 
a Hittite Capital in Northern Syria.” 
This is the archeological work in which 
he earned his highest distinction in 
scholarship. The exact place and time . 
of this lecture will be announced later. 

Prof. and Mrs. von Luschan are the 
guests of J. M. Wulfing of 3448 Lonefel- 
low boulevard, and of Prof. F. W. Ship- 
ley of Washington University, president 
of the Archeological ‘nstitute of Amer- 
ica, during their stay in St. Louis. They 
hope to get home this spring or summer 
by way of Holland.
